Artists Statement 


The work has changed from last year's "May Show" entry 
"Moving Out" considerably. Although I have retained the 
textured impasto technigue and the monumental sculpturesque 
form with its commanding presense, I have become more intro¬ 
spective. I knew when I finished "Moving Out" that I was 
ready to move away from what was more of a formalistic 
approach and felt the need to reveal more of myself in the 
work. I think my new work reflects this. 

When I completed "Guardian" I had to set it aside because 
it was such a departure and I wasn't sure what I felt or thought 
about it. But later when I looked at it, I knew it was right. 
"Witness" came later with a few paintings in between. This 
new personal image is both psychically and aesthetically sat¬ 
isfying to me. This imagery takes on different meaning even 
within the same work. The titles themselves "Guardian" and 
"Witness" allude to this multiplicity. 

The guardian in "Guardian" is the protector of the secret, we 
know not what. It is also a symbol of courage standing against 
the throngs of societal pressures, yet too it becomes a symbol 
of faith that sustains one through periods of self doubt, 
fears, or unanswerable questioning. 

The imagery in "Witness" with its look of time worn exterior 
stands witness to that which has gone before and to that which 
will be. Behind the witness is a space and light marking the 
end to a time; whereas, the light that comes from our space, 
reads as a promise - an affirmation of life.
